File a Big Claim. 


TREY WANT ABOUT $368,359 


Money Paid Over, as Alleged, to Cover 
a Deficit. 


HENRY SEITER IS INTERESTED.

Cantyix, IIL, Feb. 12.—[Special.}—The 
residents of this community were shocked be. 
yond expression three months ago when it 
became known that Rufus N. Ramsay, State 
Treasurer of Illinois, was dead, but that is 
nothing to compare with the way they feel at 
the present moment. The dead Treasurer’s 
bank in this city was opened in 1870 and has 
always enjoyed the confidence of the people 
of this vicinity. Merchants, lawyers, labor- 
ers, widows, and orphans made this a de- 
pository for their hard earnings and therefore 
considerable anxiety was displayed among 
the people. 

The prospects for the depositers were ex- 
ceedingly bright until last Saturday, when 
the bondsmen from Chicago filed a claim in 
the County Court here for $363,359. This 
fell like a thunder-bolt on this little city. The 
court-house was soon thronged by the anx- 
tous depositors to ascertain the truth of the 
astounding rumor. The claim of the bonds- 
men filed is very simple and reads as follows: 

** Estate of Rufus N. Ramsay to John H. 
Whitbeck etal., Dr. To cash by them as 
bondsmen for Rufus N. Ramsay, late Treas- 
urer of the State of Illinois, to Elijah P. Ram- 
say, his successor in office, to make good 
the former’s deficit as such State Treasurer, 
$363,359.”’ 

Priority of the Claim. 

This sum will have-to be paid before any of 
the depositors can be satisfied. Itis what is 
known as the sixth class trust fund, while tne 
depositors’ claims are in the sixth class, and 
of course intense interest is aroused touching 
the amount of assets of the Ramsay bank. 

The p.oof of the claim was a paper con- 
necting Ramsay with Henry Seiter of Leba- 
non, Ill, Seiter and Ramsay:were formerly 
partners in the banking business. Seiter was 
always supposed to be immensely wealthy 
and Ramsay had the utmost confidence in 
Seiter, and therefore would lend him large 
sums of money, aggregating $244,00u. The 
paper filed with the bond shows the banking 
firm of Henry Seiter & Co. owed Ramsay 
personally nearly the above amount, lacking 
a few dollars. The first note was 
drawn Sept. 5, 1893. It was a

| | for $181,278, at a 5 per cent rate of 


interest. This was never satisfied by Seiter. 
Tt was the largest one draws. | 


The other }. 
notes ranged ftom $3,000 to $15.000 in 
~ amount. The last one was drawn Oct. 31, 


1894, and was for $3,400. 

Mr. Rameay was sworn in as State Treas- 
urer Jan. 3, 1893. Jan. 11, 1893, he with- 
drew from the Treasury on his personal ac- 
count $25,000; Jan. 19 he teok $15,000; 
Jan. 24 $20,000 more was withdrawn; 
March 4 he drew $5,000; May 10, 
$13,000; June 6, $5.600; June 21, $5,000; 
July 21, $12,000, and on Nov. 8, three days 
before his death, he withdrew $10.000. The 
amount due from himself and Seiter’s notes 
footed up $863,353,. which the bondsmen 
had to pay. Thedirect cause of Mr. Ram- 
say's death was undoubtedly due to worrymg 
over this matter. 

Soon after Mr. Ramsay's death Mr. Seliter 
went to the wall, therefore the Ramsay estate 
is worse off than ever. 


Collaterals for the Claim. 


Mr. Murray. attorney for E. P. Rameay, 
administrator for his father’s estate, has filed 
a statement in which he says that the claim 
of Whitback for $363,339 has the féllowing 
collaterals: Notes on Henry Seiter, $259,- 
308; 100 lots in Chicago, 200 shares in the 
Lebanon Dairy company, 250 (all the) 
shares in the [Illinois Farm com- 
pany, $4,400 mortgage on the Wampa 
Land and Improvement company of Idaho, 
and 800 acres of land in St. Clair County, 
Illinois, There was $11,591 collected on col- 
laterals, for which credit will be given. A 
full and complete inventory and appraise- 
ment of the estate are almost perfected, and 
will be filed in a few days. If Seiter can pay 
his indebtedness in the Ramsay estate the de- 
positors here will get their money.

Chief Claim on the Bank Is by Well

Post-Dispatch from Carlyle, Ill, says: 
“When Rufus Ramsay, who died suddenly 
three months ago, went into the State Treas- 
ury two years ago he was thought the rich- 
eet man in Southern’ Illinois. Within a 
week over $500,000 in claims against 
his estate huve. been filed, but 
the most startling claim is that 
of the five Chicago bankers who were his 
Surety as State Treasurer. When Henry 
Wulff succeeded the dead man he found a 
shortage of $363,539, which he communi- 
cated to his bondsmen, who have so far sup- 
pressed it in the hope of reimbursing out of 
the estate of the dead man. Now F. M. 
Blount and Carl Moll, cashiers of two Chica- 
go national banks, have filed in the County 
Court claims for the {ull amount of the short- 
age.

“In addition to the claim of $363,539 
made by the bondsmen, claims of merchants 
and farmers of Carlyle and surrounding 
counties have been filed in the County Court, 
the entire indebtedness up to date amounting 
to $468,278, while the estate is probably not 
worth over $200,000, including the assets of 
Seiter which can be held.” 


W. H. Curtain, a close friend of Rufus 
Ramsay, said: “ Seiter borrowed over $240,- 
000 from the Union Trust company 
of Chicago, and gave security on 2,900 
acres of land near Lebanon. This 
money came out of the State Treasury. 
Then _Seiter failed, his assignee filed

The 
transfer was madein money. No checks or 
certificates of deposit were used. 


BANES SECURED A PREFERRED CLAIM. 


Carl Moll Talks of the Course Taken by the 
Bondsmen of the Treasurer. 

Ramsay's bondsmen were officers and di- 
rectors of the Chicago National Bank, the Illi- 
nois National Bank of Chicago, the Corn Ex- 
change Bank, the Metrcpolitan National 
Bank, and the Fort Dearborn National Bank. 
Therefore these five institutions are directly 
interested in the claim filed against his estate 
in the County Court at Carlyle. The filing 
was made Friday by Carl Moil and F. M. 
Blount, and Judge Jones allowed it to 
go in as a preferred claim. Regarding the 
matter as reported in the dispatch from 
Carlyle, Mr. Mol' said: ‘As representatives 
of the five banks interested Mr. Blount and I 
went down to Carlyle Iaat Friday and filed for 
tho amount stated, something over $360,000. 
The statement that Henry Wulff ‘found a 
shortage when he took charge of the State 
Treasury is not true, for every cent of deficit 
in Ramsay’s accoupts was made good by the 
banks. He would not accept checks, but in- 
sisted the currency should be sent to Spring- 
field and it was sent. 

The only new thing ir today’s story is the 
fact we have the first preferred claim, and 
that the deficit amounts to $360,000, instead 
of $240,000, as stated by me some time ago, 
when the story was firet made public. I will 
say now we found two deficits, one amount- 
ing to something over $150,000, credited to 
Ramsay, and another of $240,000, against 
which stood the notes of Henry Seiter, a 
banker at O'Fallon and Lebanon, who, after 
having borrowed that amount of cash from 
the treasury, failed. In order to secure Ram- 
sa y he transferred to him 2,000 acres of land 
near the Town of Mitchell, thirty miles from 
St. Louis, estimated to be worth all the way 
from $50 to $100 an acre. 

‘I can’t tell how much now, but the banks 
will be heavy losers. The estate is not large 
enough to clear the debt, besides there are a 
whole lot of people down at Carlyle who will 
lose every dollar they had deposited in Ram- 
say’s bank. The deposits amounted to $70,- 
000, and with the exception of one or two pre- 
ferred claims for $3,000 all of that money, 
as well as the 2,000 acres of land and any 
other property belonging to the estate, ex- 
clusive of the widow’s dowry, will be used to 
pay off our claim. When we went down there 
and the people found out the situation they 
began to complain bitterly and thought it 
hard their deposits should be taken to pay 
the claim .of Chicago banks. But I hada 
long talk with them. and when we left for 
héme they~were in a good humor. These 
banks made the deficit good Nov. 21, 1894, 
and placed Henry Woodrich of this city in 
charge of the Treasurer’s office, with super- 
visiou over ail the moneys, so when Mr. Wuiff 
went in he received every cent that was due 
the State, and he got itin currency. What 
Ramsay did with the money, whatever be. 
came of the ,000 received by Seiter or 
any portion of it, we have not as yet been 
able to ascertain. Of course we would like 
to know. I sat up all one night with Seiter 
at to get the information

power, and, pausing a moment to utter a single 
sentence that. could be heard above the din, 
passed on and fora moment disappeared. The 
sentence was pregnant with meaning. The man 
bore a commission from God on high! He said: 
* A house divided against itself cannct stand, I 
believe this government cannot endure perma- 
nently half free and half slave. Ido not expect 
the Union to bé dissolved; Ido not expect the 
house to fall: but I do expect it will cease to be 
divided.”” .He was Abraham Lincoln. 

Famons Debate with Lincoln, 

Mr. Watterson reviewed the famous debate 
with Stephen A. Douglas, and then said: 

I knew Judge Douglas well ; Il ‘admired, respect- 
ed, loved him. I shall never forget the day he 
quitted Washington to go to his home in Lilinois 
to return nd more. He was then adying man. 
He had burned the candle at both ends from 
his boyhood; an ardent, pleasure-loving, hard- 
working man; and though not yet 50, the candle 
was burned out. His infirmities were no greater 
than those of Clay; not tobe mentioned with 
those ef Webster, But he lived in more exacting 
times. Theold-style party organ, with ite mock 
heroics afd its dull respectability, its beggariy 
array of empty news columns and cheap adver- 
tising, had been succeeded by that unsparing, 
tell-tale, scandal-monger, modern journalism, 
with its myriad of hands and eyes, its ubiquitous 
detective corps, and its quick transit over flash- 
ing wires annihilating time and space. Too 
fierch a light beat upon the private life of public 
men. and Douglas suffered from this, as Clay 
and Webster, Silas Wright and Franklin Pierce 
had not suffered. . 

The Presidential bee was in his bonnet, cer- 
tainly ; but its buzzing there was not noisier than 
in the bonnets of other great Americans, who 
have been dazzled by that wretched bauble. His 
plans and scherifes came to naught. He died at 
the moment when the death of these plans and 
schemes was made more palpable and impressive 
by the roar of cannon proclaiming the reality of 
the irrepresssible conflict he had refused to fore- 
see and had struggled to avert. His life-long 
rival was at the head of affairs. No one has had 
occasion to come to the rescue of his fame. No 
party interest has been identified with 
bis memory. Bat when the truth of 
history is written, it will be told that, not less 
than Webster and Clay, he, too"was a patriotic 
man, who loved his country and tried to save the 
Union. He tried to save the Union even as 
Webster and Clay had tried to save it, by com- 
promises and expedients. It was too late. The 
string was played out. Where they had succeed 
ed he failed; but for the nobility of his intention, 
the amplitude of his resources, the splendor of 
his combat, he merits ali that any leader of any 
losing cause ever gained in the report of poster- 
ity ; and posterity will not deny bim the title of 
statesman. 

I am not undertaking to deliver an oral biogra- 
phy of Abraham Lincoln, and shall pass over the 
events which quickly led up to his nomination 
and election to the Presidency in 1860. 

Learns His Real Power, 


his inauguration, and was struck by his 
unaffectéd kiudness; for I came with a 
matter requiring his attention.

Senator Thompson introduced a biil to 
permit the organization of insurance com- 
panies on the Lioydi system, The insurance 
rates all over the State have been increased 
the last year and there has been widespread 
opposition. The industrial companies are 
doing ail in their power to defegt Mr, Hisele’s 
bill, which provides for the paid up or cash 
surrender vaiues of life insurance policies. 
James Lunger of the Prudential company 
and President Mandeville of the United States 
Industrial companies were beforé the House 
Committee on Insurance this morning and 
urged an amendment fora five year paid up 
policy, whereas Eieele wants a three year 
policy. 

“If you persist in this you will drive us out 
of the State,”’ said President Mandeville to 
Mr. Eisele. “Iam hereas President of the 
United States Insurance company to say that 
this bill will ruin us,” 

The membera of the committee are in favor 
of reporting the bill with the amendments de. 
hom vy the insurance companies, except Mr. 

sele. 

Mr. Storrs introduced a dill which amends 
the insurance law by permitting insurance 
com aeary to buy and sell such securities as 
the rd of Directors may decide upon by a 
two-thirds vote. Itaiso aliows them to deal 
in notes and trust deeds in those Siates where 
they now carry of business and where the 
note and trust deed system is in vogue instead 
of the bond and mortgage syatem.

Aumany, N. Y., Feb. 12.—Gov, McKinley 
of Ohio was today the guest of Gov. Morton. 
A committee from the Assembly and Senate 
waited upon Gov. McKinley in the Executive 
Chamber and invited him to visit the Legis- 
lature. The Governor accepted. First he 
visited the Senate Chamber, where he made 
a brief address to the members, and then re- 
ceived them personally, being introduced 
Lieut.-Gov. Saxton. In the Assembly Speak- 
er Fish introduced the Ohio Governor, who 
addressed the Assemblymen for a few mo- 
ments, spending ten minutes afterwards in 
shaking hands. 

This evening Gov. McKinley was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the dinner of the Uncondi- 
tional Republican club. Senator Cullom, 
who was to deliver one of the addresses, tele- 
graphed from Washington this afternoon that 
he was detained at the capital by important 
business and it would-be impossible for him 
to reach here. The dinner was attended by 
the leading men gathered at the State capital 
during the session of the Assembly. Gov, 
McKinley spoke as follows: 

Mr. President and Members of the Uneondi- 
tional Republican Club: We meet tonight to do 
honor to one whose achievements have height- 
ened human aspirations and broadened the field of 
opportunity to theracesof men. Whilethepar 
with which we stand, and for which he 
can justly claim him, and without dispute can 
boast the distincuon of being the first to honor 
and trust him, his fame has lea the bounds

What were traits of character which made 
him leader and master, without a_ rival, the 
greatest crisis of our history?

THE CITY'S REVENUES AND ITS EX- 
PENDITURES, 

The Controller figures out that the revenues 
of the city for the present year, out of which 
provision must be made for everything ex- 
cept the schools, the public library, and the 
interest on the bonded debt, will not exceed 
$8.400,000. This includes the receipts from 
saloon and other licenses. His estimate is 
none too low and it may be a little too high, 
unless business improves and the receipts 
from saloon licenses increase. 

Out of that sum of less than eight and a 
half millions provision must be made for the 


for lighting and cleaning the streets, for the re- 
moval of garbage, for election expenses (which 
are becommg very heavy), and for various 
other municipal purposes. The heads of de- 
partments, though fully aware of the extent 
of the city’s resources, have asked for eleven 
and a half millions. The Controller has rec- 


a little over three millions, though he says he 
thinks the department chiefs ought to have 
all they ask for. 

But the Controller singularly enough ig- 
nores utterly one of the two ways in which 
estimates can be cut down, For instance, 
supposing the police or any other depart- 
ment asks for a handred more men and for 
more money than was allowed the year be- 
fore. The city being short of funds a Con- 
troller can either recommend that the 100 
new men be not employed or he can recom- 
mend that salaries be so reduced that the ad- 
| ditional mem can be employed without in- 
creasing the sum total of the appropriation. 
Persons who are governed by business rather 
than political motives often make the last 
mentioned recommendation. If the Con- 
troller would make it and the Council would 
act on it the financial condition of the city 
would be much improved. 

Last year there was this same complaint of 
the inadequacy of revenues. Tus Taisune 
told the Council that the way to deal with the 
situation was to cut down salaries sharply, 
those of the police included, and not to pay 
moré than the market rate for services of any. 
kind. The Aldermen were afraid to lay their 
hands on the salaries of the police and com- 
promised by cuttmg down the pay of some 
of the clerks a matter of 10 per cent ata 
time when the Wages of almost every one 
else in the United States had been reduced 20 
or-25 per cent, Yet, in spite of this insuf- 
dcient reduction, the city managed to get 
through the year. It will get through this 
year without difficulty if the Finance com- 
mittee and the Council will take the ealary 
list in hand, and also clean out euperfivous 
employés, of whom there aresome in about 

‘Though the Controller has hot a word to 
say about cutting down excessive salaries he 
does suggest timidly that perhaps the Legis- 
lature will allow the city to raise a little more 
money by taxation. He forgets that the tax- 
payers of Chicago have to pay a great deal as 
it is. The city taxes take out of them through 
taxation less than six millions, but the Board 
of Education calls on them for seven end a 
half millions. The Drainage Trustees want 
over three millions. The Library Board 
would like to get a million. The county 
takes nearly two millions. The parts come 
along with their demands. So on the whole 
the owner of Chicago property is a well-taxed 
individual and he is not crying out to be 
allowed to pay higher taxes to the city or any 
other municipal corporation. 

Instead of devising plans for getting more 
money the Aldermen and the city authorities 
should try to make what they have go ag far 
as possible. One way to do that isto clear 
off the barnacies and cut down overgrown 
salaries. Have they the courage. to du that 
on the eve of an election? 


GEN. PECK’S LINCOLN ORATION. 

‘The Marquette club’s celebration - of the 
Lincoln birthday anniversary at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, the full particulars. of which 
are printed elsewhere in this issue, was the 
most notable in every respect of all that have 
been conducted by this public-spirited and 
patriotic organization. The array of speak- 
ers wasa@ remarkable one, the toasts were 
happily chosen, the sentiments expressed 
were to the point, and the enthusiasm with 
which they were received by the guests and 
members of the ciub shows that they still 
hold the name of Lincoln in reverence. 

Without any intention to discriminate be- 
tween the eloquent speakers it cannot fail to 
strike the reader that the address of Gen. 
George R. Peck, who responded to the prin- 
cipal toast of the evening, “Abraham Lin- 
coln,” was a model effort both in 
its contents and style. It is not an easy task 
now to pay a tribute to the memory of 
Abraham Lincoln without incurring the risk 
of monotonous repetition of the sentiments 
that have been spoken hundreds of times by 
hundreds of orators, or that have been writ- 
ten over and over again in books, magazines, 
and newspapers. For nearly twenty-five 
years American speakers and writers have 
improved every opportunity to portray the 
character of Lincoln and to impress tne les- 
sons of his extraordinary life and career upon 
the people, and it goes without saying that 
the latter have never tired of hearing them, 
for Lincoln was one of themselves—one of 
the plain people, as he so frequently charac.

poise with which he bore up against trouble, 
sustained by his poetical and mystical tem- 
perament and his rare sense of humor, and 
his inflexible belief in his party, “‘ for he had 
never learned that the way to serve a party 
was to leave it." “Hence,” said Mr. Peck, 
‘‘nowand always the true Republican and 
true American, whatever creed he may pro- 
fess, must needs turn to Abraham Lincoln 
for surest guidance and for wisest counsel. 
When the sky is clouded they think of him. 
When the oracles are mute they take cdurage 
from his serene faith,”

LA GASCOGHE SAFE. 

After a week of terrible anxiety regarding 
its fate the French steamer La Gascogne ar- 
rived safely at New York late Monday night. 
It was nine days overdue. During thirteen of 
the sixteen days occupied in the voyage the 
vessel was disabled, having broken a piston 
rod on the third day out from Havre. .That 
damage was repaired in good weather, but 
the machinery broke down again in the midst 
of the hurricane of Tuesday in last week near 
the banks of Newfoundland, and durimg the 
next forty-one hours the engines did not make 
asingle revolution. After the second repair 


the vessel proceeded very slowly, the speed 


being reduced to eleven miles for one day and 
to fifteen for another, the storm meanwhile 
covering the ship with water, which froze in- 
stantly, loading the decks with ice in succes- 
sive layers that must bave made it perilous to 
attempt locomotion unless under cover. 

The management of affairs in this long 
crisis must liave been superb. The most per- 
fect order was maintained not only with the 
crew but among the passenger. The latter 
must have been under a fearful strain, and it 
is no Worder that one of them reports she 
was without sieep for more thana week. 
They seem to have been kept in ignorance of 
the cause of the delay, and this must have in- 
creased their anxiety. No doubt they felt the 
utmost confidence in the Captain and those 
under him, but that could not extend beyond 
a belief that all which was possible would be 
done. Amid the howling of that fearful 
storm, the crashing of ice-laden waves against 
the vessel, the pitching and tossing of their 
craft to an extent which: seemed to 
threaten its overturn when in the trough 
of the sea, unable to make headway against 
the long roll of the tempestuous ocean, 
they must have felt themselves face to face 
with death, known thatno mere human power 
could be depended on to bring them through 
the peril, and been perfectly aware that if the 
ship went down there would be no hope of 
escape by means of boats, since no smull craft 
could * live” in that frightful sea. It was 
such a prolongation of intense agony that it is 
a wonder sOme of the more mentaliy frail 
among the passengers did not lose their rea- 
sob. It may be supposed they would have 
been more demonstrative but for the convic- 
tion that all must stay with the ship whatever 
night be the outcome of ite struggle with the 
elements. They Enew they could do absolute- 
ly nothing to avert whatever fate might be in 
store for them. 

The utanimous testimony by the passen- 
gers that the officers of La Gascogne 
had “‘done -nobly” was a mild state- 
ment of the case. They were working 
for their own safety as wellas for that oi 
the passengers, and therefore ali the muscular 
exertion that was required was to have been 
expected. But the resuit could not have been 
other than a foundering of the vessel with the 
loss of all on board had not the best of good 
seamanship and good generalship been dis- 
played through the whole time of trial, and 
discretion tempered with courage. It may 
seem strange that only one ship was sighted 
and signaled during the whole time of greatest 
distress, and that the exception ‘“ proceeded 
on its way,"’ but there may have been suffi- 
olent reasons for the slight, which cannot be 
#xplained till that vessel is heard from. It 
is possible that its officers knew they had all 
they could do te keep their own craft from 
sinking, and whether or no, the passengers 
will have all the more reason to cherish high 
udmiration for the Captain of La Gascogne 
that he was able to bring them safely to har- 
bor without aid from any human beings ex- 
cept those on board his own vessel. 


POLICEMEN MUST NOT BE LICENSED To 
MURDER, 

A Captain of Police is alleged to have said, 
speaking of the convictica of Officers Moran 
and Healy for the murder of Swan Nelson: 
“As a matter of self-protection we must 
stand by the condemned.: Should thay be 
sent to the penitentiary what chance has the 
Police Depurtment with burglars and thieves? 
Eventually perhaps some of us will be hanged 
for doing as Officers Moran and Healy have 
done,”’ 

This :is a repetition in a most offensive 
form of the constant assertion of policemen 
that they cannot enforce the law uniess thoy 
are permitted to violate the law; that what- 
ever they do is to be held right and proper it 
they say it is, and that they are not-amena- 
ble to the law for their actions while they 
havea uniform on. They claim an irre. 
sponsibility the President does not possess. 

It is true that the duties of a policeman are 
of such a nature that sometimes he has to 
use more or less force. He has to deal with 
such rough customers that he cannot afford 
to take chances and has to strike first that 
he may not be struck first. He may make a 
mistake sometimes, but he never is heid to a 
rigid accounting when dealing with crimi- 
nals. But how the ability of an officer to 
cope successfully with burglars and thieves 
is lessened by punishing him for murdering a 
citizen who will not buy him drinks is not 
clear. 

For there is no reasonable ground for ques- 
tioning the correctness of the evidence which 
satisfied the jury that these two officers shot 
Nelson without cause and that they were 
drunk when they did it. Now, if it is to be 
one of the conditions of the existence of a 
police force to defend citizens from crim. 
inais that law-abiding men are to be shot and 
clubbed by policemen with impunity, why 
then it will be safer for the citizens to have 
no police force and protect themselves. When 
a dog whose duty it is to guard the sheep 
from the woives begins killing sheep as well 
as Wolves he should be disposed of speedily. 

In the well-policed cities of this and 
other countries it is not thought that the 
efficiency of the force is impaired when its 
members are punished for being bullies ot 
brutes, Indeed, the belief seems to be there 
that an officer who will knock down and kick 
or club @ person whose only crime is answer- 
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THE BOYS AT THE BRIDEWELL, 

The Mayor made a strong appeal to the 
Council night before last in behalf of the 
boys whom the city is in the habit of sending 
te the bridewell to tuxe lessons in crime. His 
plea for these boys, of whom there were 1,200 
under the age of 17 received at the bride- 
well last year, shows his intelligence and his 
humanity. 


While it is true that some of these boys ; 


needed only experience to become thorough 
criminals, others were confined for venial of- 
fenses, often committed thoughtlessly and 
without evil intent. But it does not take 
many days of close association with hardened 
offenders who are aduits ur of their own age 
to give them an almost uncongterable incll- 
nation for. crime, The Mayor speaks truly 
when he says: 

It is more than probable that in some instances 
the boy, who is merely full of life and vigor and 
difficult to control, but who has no criminal in- 
stincts or purposes, has by his detention in the 
House of Correction been started upon a life of 
crime, and comes away from the institution far 
worse in every way than when be entered it. 


There will be opened soon a 1 at the 
House of Correction tor the mental, moral, 
and manual training of the boys sent there. 
There will be six separate school-rooms so 
that the pupiis may be classified according to 


their educational advancement. But the city 


will not have discharged its wholeduty when it 
makes provision for the instruction of these 
children. It must also put them where they 
will not receive one kind of schooling from 
criminals at the same time they are being 
taught to read, write, and cipher: *‘ When the 
city assumes the place of parent or guardian 
it is bound to surround the boy as far as pos- 
sible with such influences as will afford an 
opportunity for the boy to become a good 
citizen. If the city fails in this it fails to dis- 
charge its duty.”’ 

Therefore the Mayor recommends that— 

Provision be made by the Council for a suf- 
ficient number of cell-rooms, constructed with 
the most improved methods for sanitation and 
otherwise, to house the attendants upon this 
school and separate them as far as possible from 
contact or association with the other inmates of 
the House of Correction. 

If this is done, the boys who are not bad, 
or who can be reformed without difficulty, 
can be separated from those association with 
whom would corrupt them, and thus become 
decent members of society. This measure 
which the Mayor recommends is a money- 
saving as well as a boy-saving one. For, 
while it does cost something to educate a boy 


and protect him against those evil communi. - 


cations which corrupt good manners, yet 
generaily he more than repays the community 
with interest alf it has expended on him. But 
if this expenditure is shirked and the boy 
grows up a criminal he costs the community 
a hundred times what his schooling woulda 
have cost. : 

But while the Mayor’s suggestion is a just 
and economic one, he admite that ‘‘in the 
present condition of the finances of the city a 
proposal for the expenditure of any considera- 
ble sum of money should be closely ecrutin- 
ized.”” The city is not in very good trim 
financially. Nevertheless the Finance com- 
mittee ought to be able to find some place 
where it can cut down in order to begin on 
this building. Thecost will not be so very 
great, because a great deal of the work can be 
done’ by the inmates. The Council shouid 
authorize its construction and set apart a 
small sum at least sufficient to cover the ex- 
pense of making the plans. 


——— 


PAY IN THE BEST MONEY. 

Senator Hill of New York has offered a res- 
olution declaring it to be “the policy of the 
United States that its creditors shall at all 
times ve paid in the best money in use.”” He 
also wishes to have it declared by Congress 
that the true policy of the government re- 
quires that ita efforts should be steadily di- 
rected to the establishment of a safe system 
of bimetallism, wherein gold and silver may 
be maintained at a parity, and every dollar 


* coined may be the equal in value and power 


of every dollar coined or issued by the United 
States, but-that if for any reason our silver 
coin shall not hereafter be at parity with gold 
coin, and the equal thereof in value and power 
in the market and in the payment of debts, 
all the bonds of the United States shall be 
paid in gold. 

Of course the immediate consideration of 
this was objected to, and “it went over.’’ The 
free silver extremists in the Senate do not 
want to huve such adeclaration made if they 
can help it, and the inevitable Stewart had to 
put in his oar with the offer of a resolution 
that there is no authority of law to buy gold 


| coin in preference to silver coin. He and his 


fellow-conspirators have committed them- 
selves to the knavish theory that the bonds of 
the United States and all other money indebt- 
edness, public and private, should be paid in 
silver coins, each of them purporting to be a 
doliar, but containing only 46 cents’ worth of 
metal and worth no more than that as money 
but for the sustaining power of gold, which 
they are anxious to see withdrawn. Hence 
they object to the buying of gold coin 
for any purpose whatever, but try to cloak 
their nefarious position by the plea that there 
is no authority to buy gold in preference to 
silver. They might as well urge that a citi- 
zen of the United States has no constitutional 
authority to buy food in preference to fuel, 
or the contrary, and that if the people with 
whom he deals persist in supplying him witn 
fuel of which he has a superabundance he has 
no right to prefer to buy food though in dan- 
ger of famine for want of it. 

The declaration proposed by Senator Hill, 
that the bonds of the United States now or 
hereafter issued which by the terms are paya- 
ble in coin shall be paid in gold, would go 
far to solve the difficulties of the financial 
situation. “It would not provide for deficien- 
cies in the revenue, but would prevent any 
apprehension .in regard to the stability of 
the currency. It was the fear that the Demo- 
ctatic adininistration would elect to “ fe- 
deem’ some of its due bills with half- worth 
silver dollars instead of with full-worth goid 
money which caused the drain of gold from 
the Treasury in the early part of 1893 and 
the subsequent money panic with ity terribly 
depressing effect upon the industries of the 
people. The same fear has caused the more 
recent piling upof gold in the banks of the 
United States and is responsible for much of 
the export movement of gold during the last 
few weeks, which rendered it necessary to ar- 
range for a third sale of bonds by the present

continue to shout for the semi-repudiation 
they favor, and to the full‘ extent of their 
power may be expected to throw doubt upon 
the integrity of our currency in the future as 
they have done in the past. 


THE TEMPORARY POSTOFFICE. 

Postmaster Hesing, the Mayor, and the 
Council have acted wisely and promptly in 
asking for and in granting the use of some of 
the vacant Lake-Front property between 
Madison and Randolph streets to the Gen- 
eral Government to erect thereon a temporary 
postoffice building to be occupied till the new 
one is completed. This action makes it possi- 
ble to secure from the present Congress an 
appropriation for a temporary structure. . 
The Postmaster has asked for $125,000, 
which he thinks will be sufficient. It ought 
to be, for the cost of materials is cheaper 
than it has ever been, and that of labor will 
be much less than it was two years ago. 

It will take some little time for the govers- 
ment, which is always frightfully deliberate, 
to rua up thie Lake-Front edifice, but there ig 
no building available which can be utilized 
for postoffice purposes. If one were avail- 
able the Treasury officials would -be sure to 
grumbie about the rent. But if a $125,000 
structure is put up on the Lake-Front and is 
occupied for four or five years, as it will be 
no doubt, the: expense for temporary quar- 
ters will be very small, 

A better site could not be selected. It is 
not out of the way for those whose business 
calls them to the Postoffice, for it is within a 
short distance of all the great street-car lines. 
Furthermore, there {fs a great railroad along- 
side it, and doubtless arrangements can be 
made with other roads by which mail cars can 
be run right up to the building. 

At present the city can make no use of the 
land it has put atthe service of the General 
Government. Itmay be more thanifive years 
before it has decided how it will improve it 
or can get tlm money with which to carry out 
ita plans. In the meantime it is much better 
that there should be a useful building on tle 
ground than that # should remain foriors and 
untenanted as it is now. The General Govern- 
inent will move off when the building it is go- 
ing to erect is completed, and the city will re- 
gain possession and can carry out whatever 
plans it may have matured in the meantinie, 


Tue message of the President to Congress 
on the Bering Sea question with the accom- 
panying documents shows that the regulations 
adopted by the Paris tribunal for the pro- 
tection of the seal herds are not worth the 
paper on which they were written. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury puts the number of 
seals killed by pelagic hunters in the North 
Patvific and Bermg Sea during the season of 
184 at 142,000, and says that of this num- 
ber about 60,000 were killedin Bering Sea 
and on the American side of the North Pacitic. 
He also states that 15,083 seals were taken 
on the Pribyloff Islands by the North Ameri- 
can Commercial company. The unofficial 
figures place the number killed on the Com- 
mander Islands at 27,285. Secretary Gresh- 
am in a letter of Jan, 23 to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote aleo says: 

It would ap that the vessels engaged in 
Bering Sea, although only one-third of the total 
number employed in the North Pacific, in four or 
five weeks killed 31,585 seals, not only 8,000 
more than were killed in Bering Sea in 1801 
(the last year the sea was open), bat even more 
than the total number killed during the four 
months on the American side of the North 
Pacific this season. 

In view of this wholesale destruction of the 
seals, mainly by the Canadian butchers and 
poachers, the Secretary of State suggests the 
appointment of a new commission with 
authority to report upoh measures for the 
protection of the seals and the establishment 
of the following modus vivendi: 

That the regulations now in force be extended 
along the line of the thirty-fifth degree of north 
latitude from the American to the Asiatic shore, 
and be enforced during the coming season in the 
whole of the Pacific Ocean and waters north of 
that line. Furthermore, that sealing in Bering 
Sea be absolutely prohibited pending the report 
of such commission. 

It must be ¢onfessed that the outlook for 
the preservation of the seale is not encourag- 
img. Even if a new commission were ap- 
pointed there is no guaranty that the murder- 
ous work of the Canadian butchers could be 
stopped or that any fresh agreement would 
be respected, The seals evidently are doomed, 
and from this point of view the recent propo. 
sition of a member of the House that the 
United States shall kill them all off and hold 
their skins for the market is not without com- 
mon sense. Conventions and regulations and 
modi vivendi have been made over and éver 
again, and still the murderous work goes on. 


Tum Marquette club celebrated the birth- 
day of Abraham Lincoln by a banquet at the 
Grand Pacific last evening. This, the ninth 
annual Lincoln banquet of the organization, 
was the most brilliant success of the series 
thus far, Speakers of national reputation 
dealt with the topics suggested by the anni- 
versary, and with ecarcely an exception they 
rose to the dignity of the occasion.

HE WANTS THE DYNAMITERS RELEASED, 


Lerd Mayor of Dublin Appears in the 
House of Commons. 

Lonpox, Feb. 12.—When the House of 
Commons met this afternoon a deputation 
from the Corporation of Dublin, headed by 
the Lord Mayor, was escorted to the bar of 
the House with much ceremony by the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, The Speaker of the House 


said: 

“ My Lord Mayor of Dublin what have you 
there?’ 

The Lord Mayor then presented the peti. 
tion from the corporation of Dublin praying 
for the release of the men now in prison for 
participating in dynamite outrages. In hand- 
ing up the petition the Lord Mayor said: 

* The persons to whom the petition refers 
were convicted years ago upon charges of 
being connected with an insurrectionary move- 
mentin Ireland. Whatever their offenses 
were they had been more than amply pun- 
ished.”’. Cries of “* Hear! Hear !”’ 

He prayed in the name of justice and with 
a view to removing a just cause of discontent 
among the Irish people that they be now lib- 
erated. The petition was handed to the Clerk 
of the House and the deputation withdrew. 
The privilege of appearing at the bar of the 
House is one that the Lord Mayors of Dublin 
alone have enjoyed since 1813. 

Sir Edward Grey, Parliamentary Secretary 
for the Foreign Office, in reply to a question 
gaid Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Am- 
bassador in Washington, had been instructed 
to make a report on an alleged intention of 
the United States Government to stop gam- 
bling in wheat.

Mktchitch, who had started 
for this city, that he would not be received, 
and the Catholicos, upon receipt of the 
notification, abandoned hia journey. The 
Turkish Ambassador here has requested the 
Russian journals to make no reference to 
events in Armenia until the inquiry now in 
progress is ended. 


CHINESE ENVOYS TOLD TO COME HOME. 


Gen. Tai Commits Suicide Because Some 
Desertions Tock Piace. 

Saaneuar, Feb, 12.—A local paper pub- 
lishes a telegram from Pekin saying the 
Teung Li Yamen, after consultation with the 
foreign Ministers, telegraphed the Chinese 
envoys at Nagasaki, ordering them to return 
to China. 

Lonpon, Feb, 12,—A special dispatch to 
the Pall Mail Gazette from Wei Hai Wei 
Feb.7 says notwithstanding the desperate 
nature of the fighting that has occurred at 
Wei Hai Wei but little damage has been done. 
The dispatch dleo says that Gen. Tai of the 
Chinese army committed suicide in a moment 
of anger on account of desertion of a number 
of his subordinates.

SWEDEN'S KING WANTS SOLID UNION. 


He Writes a Letter to the President of the 
Storthing About a Cabinet, 

Cunistrani, Feb. 12.—The King has written 
an autograph letter to’ thie President of the 
Storthing in which he specifies under what 
conditions the radicals should be invited to 
forma Cabinet, including their agreement 
that consular questions should be submitted 
toa joint council of State of Sweden and 
Norway. The King adds: 

Lasting union can only be secured by mutual 
concessions. Any chang in the consular system, 
however, must be preceded by the assurance that 
the question of union will be satisfactorily 
brought to a conclusion.

All the way up from the lower bay this 
morning the steamship was the recipient of 
shrill yet jubilant welcomes from the shipping 
in the harbor. It came in freed of its icy 
coating and looking not at all like one that 
had been so badly buff by the ogean and, 
practically helpless for days, had drifted at 
the mercy of the waves. All was intact from 
stem to stern—everything in its place. It was 
a little after 11 o'clock when it reached its 
pier, where an enormous crowd was con- 


gregated. 

La Gascogne came up the bay with unusual 
speed considering the condition of the river. 
it was barely a quarter of an hour after it 
was to be seen from the pier till it was im- 
mediately off the dock and the pandemo- 
nium began. For the most part it wasa 
French crowd and where it was not it had 
apparently caught the infection of Gallic en- 
thusiasm and every one kept running back 
and forthfrom one window to another in a 
vain effort to find some piace where one 
could get an undisturbed view of the marvel 
ofan ocean steamship making for its pier. 
Women, staid, matronly lookmg women; 
thin,.gray-haired ones; young, attractive 
women laid reserve and even prudence aside 
and clambered into places on a heap of boxes 
on the pier. Some of them were so far away 
from the gang plaok that they couid not even 
eee the heads of the descending passengers 
when they finally an to leave the steamer, 
But they crowded pushed just the same 
and brought their dainty opera glasves intw 
use in hopeless attem pts to see through masses 
of piled-up humanity. ; 

Spectators Hysterical in Their Joy, 

It is doubtful if such a scene has ever been 
witnessed in New York before. Ali that the 
crowd could see was through a little opening 
perhaps twenty feet square, where tne pia 
was to be run out. ben there was nothing 
else to cheer the sound of the engineer’s beils 
and thesharp orders of officers on the 
deck were a sufficient cause for another noisy 
outburst. When under the impulse of a dozen 
brawny arms the plank was suddenly run up 
there was another uproar. As it settied down 
on the dock there were more cheers, and as 
the first r to leave the ship staggered 
down the steep inclipe every one went mad. 

There were cheers for the vesse:, cheers for 
the Captain—* Vive la. Gascogne!” ‘* Vive le 
Baudelon!” and American “tigers” thrown 
in witha vim. The passengers were fairly 
borne down on floods of cheers, it seemed. 
During those moments it was impossible un- 
less one were especially favored as to position 
to see more than the heads of the vocifer- 
ously welcomed travelers. Once on land the 
line of ‘policemen had literally to fight a way 
for them into the open air beyond. Peopie 
were piled up a hundred deep in the narrow 
sisles between the boxes on the contracted 
floor space, and they crushed forward to shake 
hands and cling about the necks of people 
they may never have seen before. It was un- 
American. these men embracing each other, 
hanging on each other’s necks and cooing and 
chattering like boarding-schowl girls after 
their sum mer vacation. 

When Capt. Baudeion walked the plank the 
scene was indescribabie. Hats, coats, flags, 
umbrellas, canes, pieces of wood, and other 
handy things were flying around as thick ¢s 
hailstones. He was kissed from his elbows 
up to his ears. Amidst smiles he was elbowed 
through the crowd protec’ § by two officers. 
He was the idol of thc da. od there will be 
many agirl who wanted io hug him, but 
would not owing to the thought of so many 
eyes being upon her. [he Captain carried in 
his hands a bouquet of flowers, crushed 
against his blue coat to keep them from be- 
ing torn to pieces in the crowd that the police 
were pushing back to let him through. 

To describe the scenes in their entirety on 
the pier when the big ship was safely fastened 
is an impossibility. There were so many 
things comg on at onetime. It was a regu- 
lar pandemoniurn, women screamimg to their 
friends, men shouting to their brothers, and 
relatives and children waving flags and ban- 
ners and creating more racket than their 
elders: Every men who wore a scrap of any- 
thing denoting that he was ae sailor was wel- 
comed with shouts, 

A woman who held some position on the 
boat waited at the head of the gangway till 
her two pretty young daughters clim up. 
Then they fell into each other’s arms and 
wept and laughed ana caressed one another 
till those who desired to maintain their dig- 
nity and keep their eyes dry were compelled 
to walk away. After the passengers had dis- 
embarked, then the crowd on re rushed 
abourd the steamer. They wanted to see a 
vessel that had passed through a great storm, 
and they went from stem to stern. The boat 
showed no signs of rough usage. Slowly the 
crowd left the pier and soon only the Captain 
and officers were left. 


Breaks That Caused the Delay. 


This is just what happened to La Gascogne 
and caused it to be nine days over its time in 
making this port. The break which was the 
first cause of delay to La Gascogne was due 
to a flaw in the forging of the vertical piston 
rod of the central cylinder, Accord to 
Chief Engineer Martin’s explanation La Gas- 
cogne is fitted with quadruple expansions, 
with tandem cylinders. There are six cyl- 
inders in all. The cylinders are arranged in 
pairs ope above the other. A singie piston 
rod runs into each set of cylinders. The break 
which delayed La Gascogne for seventeen 
hours and caused so much alarm was in the 
piston rod of the center cylinder. When the 
piston rod broke there was an escape of steam 
and ina moment the engines stopped com- 
pletely. Chief Engineer Martin went to the 
engine-rooms, and, finding what was the mat- 
ter, he ordered his boilermakers to discon- 
nect the pipes of the central cylinders alto- 

ether to connect the intermediate and 
ow psessure cylinders by means of jointed 
pipes and to throwthe center one out of 
work, This was done in seventeen hours and 
then the ship moved on as well as the wind 
and weather would permit at a speed of about 
eleven knots an hour. 
mn came heavy winds and confused seas, 
reducing power so that the ship was scarcely 
able to make any headway. Next the boxes 
of thecrank shaft became overheated and 
there came forty hours more of heaving to. 
Had it not been for the break and the hot-box 
the steamer would not have'been more than 
a day late here. It will take five days and 
cost $5,000 torepair the injury to the ma- 
chinery, which is new. La Gascogne burned 
1.850 tons of coal and had 55 tons in its 
bunkers ae

Srxinerisip, Ill., Feb. 12.—[Special. |— 
Quite a number of the members of the Legis- 
lature, Speaker .Meyer included, came in to 
the city tonight. The business of the session 
will be resumed in the morning and a good 
deal of interest will transpire before Friday 
afternoon, when the customary adjournment 
over until Monday will be made. The Re. 
publicans now realize the danger to the State 
arising from extravagant appropriations. 
Without an increased tax levy the State will 
be unable to meet one-third of the require- 
ments for the support of the State institu- 
tions made on the State Treasury. The House 
Committee on Appropriations does not seem 
to appreciate the gravity of the situation. 
heir attention will be called to the great 
problem and the matter will be made the sub- 
ject of a Republican caucus. 

. The figures ‘printed in Tus Tarisuxz of 
Monday morning showing the condition of the 
State Treasury and of State finances in gen- 
eral are now thought to be a little too roseate. 
Take the item of $800,000 balance in the 
State Treasury. It would seem to bean asset, 
while quite the contrary obtains. About 
$775,000 of this money is required to meet 
appropriations made by the last General As- 
sembly. Every dollar of. this sum will be 
drawn out before July 1. Asan example of 
the way appropriations are requested I want 
to call attention to the meeting of the Trustees 
of the State University held here today. They 
want $250,000 for a library, $120,000 
for an observatory and a vaccine farm, 
and $90,000 for current expenses and 
salary list.

Method of Keeping Public Funds. 


I find among the members of the Legisla- 
ture who are here tonight a disposition to 
inquire into the manner ip which public funds 
are kept by appointive officers having them 
in charge. [ hear of one gentleman who holds 
an appointive place under the State Govern- 
ment and handies a great deal of money be- 
longing to the State. He is interested in a 
bank, located not far from bere, and it is said 
that his connection with the institution has 
been the means of bringing toits assistance 
me handling ofa good many thousand dyl- 

ars, 

The institution is not a public bank—that 
is to say it has no charter from the National 
Government—nor is ita State bank. It is a 
private institution in every sense of the word, 
not eubject to inspection by the Natiotal or 
StateGovernment. Some of the members of 
the islature say if the money of the State is 
to be depasited in bank it should atleast be 
left in institutions whose affairs can be in- 
spected by officers of the law, thus affording 
some kind of security. 

A determined effort will be made by this 
Legislature to get through some kind of a 
bill providing for some kind of »State 
examination of private banks. While 
the committees of the House were bemg 
formed delegationa of private bankers came 
over here with a view of fixing it some way 
that they might be exempt from annoyance 
incident to such a measure. 


To Examine Loan Associations. 


A good deal of fault is fownd with the 
methods obtaining in the examination of 
build and loan associations, which is done 
by Auditor Gore, his clerks; and his sons. 
Were it not for this feeling the bill would de- 
clare that the examination of private banks 
would provide that the examinations should 
be conducted under the supervision of the 
State Auditor. There is rather better than a 
fighting chance that a bili. for the establish.

RATES FROM PACIFIC COAST POINTS, 


Central Traffic Association Lines Do Not 
Agree with Western Roads, 

The General Freight committee of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association has agreed that, effect- 
ive March 1, 1895, at juiction points of 
Ceutral Traffic Association roads with West- 
ern roads, the east-bounmd. rates from the Pa- 
cific coast to points in. association territory 
may be protected in connection with such 
transcontinental lines as continue the rates 
now in effect. The divisions of such through 
rates may be made upon the percentage basis 
heretofore agreed upon between the Central 

and Transcontinental Associations, 
subject, however, to the percentages of the 
following minimum through rates: ‘To Cin- 
cinnati, Detroit, and common points, 85 
cents per 100 pounds; to Pittsburg, Buffalo, 
and common points, 90 cents per 100 


pounds. 

. The following is alist of the commodities 
the through rates on which are not approved 
by the Central Traffic Association ard on 

ich full tariff rates. as per official classiti- 
cation, will be charged east from junction 
points with Western roads: Leather, liquors, 
C. L.; California champagne, California 
wine in wood or glass, paints, C. L. and L. C. 
L. ; earth or mineral in barrels or casks, white 
lead, calcine or ca!cimine. 

If any reductions in these rates are made 
by Western roads without the consent of the 
Central Traffic Association these roads will 
charge from junction points with Western 
lines their full proportion of the authorized 
rates. 

Through rates or bills of lading will not be 
issued on west- bound transcontinental traffic, 
but local rates will be charged to Chicago, 
East St. Louis, and intermediate junctions 
with Western lines, except that through bills 
of lading may be issued at the sum of 
actual loca! rates in effect to and west of Chi- 
cago, East St. Louis, and intermediate junc- 
tions with stern lines in connection with 
such Western roads as accept the same. 


RECEIVERS MAKE THEIR REPORT. 


Receipts and Disbursements of Northern 
Pacific for Decomber. 

Mipwavuxes, Wis., Feb. 12,—/Special. }|— 
The receivers of the Northern Pacific railroad 
filed their report of receipts and disburse- 
ments for December, 1894, today. It shows 
total receipts for the month from all sources 
of $3,736,087, with a balance brought for- 
ward from November of $1,735,760, 
making a total of available funds $5,472,- 
563. The total disbursements amounted to 
$2,770,248, leaving net balance carried for- 
ward to the January account of $2,702,315. 
The report of tae Wisconsin ~ Central 
receivers for December, 1894, show re- 
ceipts for the month of $519,815, of 
which $250,000 was from sales of 
receivers’ certificates. There was $44,224 
brought forward from November, makmg 
the total available cash Th Deétember $564,- 
140. The total disbursement for Decem- 
ber were $554,342, of which $376,746 went 
for the payment of pay rolls. The net bal- 
ance carried forward to January was $9,557. 
A new circular wiil shortly be issued by one of 
the independent committees of Northern 


Pacific bondhoiders that will outline a course . 
of proposed action which, in the judgment / 
of the committee, should be foliuwed by the/ 


Reorganization committee. The main feat- 
ure of the circular’s contents will, it is said, 
be to urge the abolishing of the sink-

It now 
seems unlikely that anythmg wiil be done in 
the reorganization movement for some time 
to come,

OIOERO TROLLEY OAR KILLS A BOY. 


William Luhman, 13 Years O14, Slips 
Under the Wheels, 

The Cicero and Proviso Electric Street Car 
company caused another death yesterday. 
The victim was William Luhman, the 13. 
year-old son of John Lubman, coachman for 
H, W. Austin. The accident occurred almost 
at the door of the unfortunate boy’s home. 
William Luhman lives with his father in. the 
rear of the residence of H. W. Austin, Presi- 
dent of the State Bank at Oak Park. He had 
been sent some distance down Lake street on 
an errand. Returning, he saw a wagon going 
his way and boarded it. Young Lahman sat 
on the tail-board, facing to the rear. The 
street is piled high with snow which the trol- 
ley company has swept from its tracks, and 
the only road left for the wagon was between 
the rails. When the vehicle reached Park 
place an electric car came up behind. The 
motorman cilanged wildly fora clear track, 
but made no apparent effort to check the 
speed of his car.

He slipped on the 
icy street and was instantly mowed down by 
the trolley car. Luhman’s skull was crushed 
and he was taken from beneath the wheels 
dead.

TRUE ART’S REALM I8 THE IDEAL. 


Prof 8&8. Curry Compares the Two Salons 
of Last Year. 

“ The Two Salons of 1894” was the sub- 
ject of an interesting lecture at the Art Insti- 
tute yesterday afternoon by Prof. S. S, Curry, 
President of the Boston School of Expression 
and instructor ic the Yale Divinity school. 
The lecture wae illustrated by stereopticon 
views of the more prominent works exhibited 
in Paris last year. Several of them were fa- 
miliar to the audience as art supplements of 
Tue Sunpay Trisuns. In the course of his 
talk Prof. Curry said he did not object to the 
nude in art, as it absolutely is necessary for 

representation of nature. but the nude 
must be ideatizéd; He said French art was so 
taken up with literalism it seldom rises to the 
realm of true art. He had little patience 
with the doctrines of “‘art for art’s sake.” 
One might as well speak of sound for sound’s 
eake, or noise for noise’s sake. Nor «did he 
sympathize with the views so prevalent 
among French artists that one must not in- 
quire what a picture mears. His own defini- 
tion was that art is a deep ** realization of the 
subject expressed in pictorial life.”

Election Commissioners Obliged te Throw 
Out 30 Per Cent of These Named. 
' Some of the city committeemen in handing 
in names for judges and clerks of. election to 
the Election Commissioners seemed to have 
had an eye single to the commg. primaries, 
Feb, 20. The Election Commissioners have 
been compelled to throw out abopt 80 - per 
cent of the recommendations of the Commit- 
tees representing the political parties. It has 
been suggested that the City Central commit- 
tee be called together for the purpose of un- 
doing “what has been done by the ward 
committeemen under the apparent approv- 
al of the full committee, Im the 
Sixth Ward the selection of judges not only 
seems to be bad, but the ward seems to be 
badly gerrymandered in the creation of the 
primary districts. The committeeman from 
this ward, James Hogan, is a candidate for 
South Town Collector and he has apparently 
‘*overlooked no vets,”” He divided the ward 
into three primary districts and -in the pub- 
lished call does not name a poliing place for 
the Third District, which constitutes tne 
western portion of the ward, south fork 
of the South Branch of | the river dividés the 
ward almost in the center.
